During  the  past  five  years  an 
adequate  water  system  has  been 
installed.  The  water  reservoir  of 
10,156,000  gallons  and  two  con¬ 
crete  tanks  holding  another  300,- 
000  gallons  have  been  erected. 
Several  miles  of  water  mains 
have-  been  laid,  with  fire  hy¬ 
drants,  giving  an  ample  water 
supply  and  fire  protection  to 
Assembly-owned  facilities  and 
to  residents  at  Ridgecrest. 

Museum  On  Grounds 
-  The.  Stage -Goach  Inn.  where 
the  original  charter  was  signed, 
is  now  a  museum  which  contains 
many  interesting  pictures  and 
articles  used  in  Ridgecrest’s 
early  days.  , 

The  facilities  of  Ridgecrest 
accommodate  2,300  gueste  and 
400  staff  members.  These  in¬ 
clude  a  number  of  housekeeping 
cottages  and  apartments. 

The  Auditorium  seats  3,500 
with'  an  auxiliary  .auditorium 
holding  another  800.  Classrooms 
accommodate  nearly  5,000.  A

Convention’s  two  summer  as¬ 
semblies,  is  located  atop  the 
Great  Divide  overlooking  Royal 
Gorge  in  the  heart  of  the 'Blue 
Ridge  Mountains  eighteen  miles 
east  of  Asheville,  North  Caro¬ 
lina.  Now  in  its  52nd  year,  Rid¬ 
gecrest  is  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

Ridgecrest  was  the  dream  of 
Dr.  B.  W,  Spilman,  who  Kecame 
the  first  field  worker  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board  in  June, 
_1901.  During  his  travels  over  the 
South  he  became  more  convin¬ 
ced  of  the  need  of  a  Convention¬ 
wide  assembly. 

Many  meetings  and  discus¬ 
sions  transpired  until  finally  an 
appointed  committee  recommen¬ 
ded  the  area  now  known  ju  Rid¬ 
gecrest  for  this  assembly.  In 
March,  1907,  the  original  char¬ 
ter  was  signed. 

Space  does  not  permit  giving 
in  detail  the  growth  tlirongb  the 
years.  A  Dream  Ceme  True,  by 
Robert  L.  Middleton  gives  the 
interesting  history  of  Ridge- 
chest’s  first  fifty  years,  Ifr,  Mid¬ 
dleton  is  director  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board’s  Business  Divi¬ 
sion,  which  is  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  the  two  assem¬ 
blies.  The  western  assembly  is
